/bound Florida Fast Coast train No. 
36, nine miles south of Titusville, 


shortly before noon today, killing three 
negroes and injuring approximately 30 
white passengers. 

Mr. Durant is being rushed to New 
York city in a special train. His con- 
dition is serious, the Daytona Jour- 
nal will say tomorrow. 


Two of the dead negroes were serv- — 


ants on the Durant car, and the other 
was Albert Jones, negro fireman on 


the Overseas Limited locomotive. 


Injured Will Recover. 

The injured passengers were taken 
in the remaining coaches of train No. 
36 to St. Augustine for treatment in 
the railroad’s hospital. It is not be- 


lieved that any of these are in a erié- a 


‘ieaT condition. 


According to information at Tituse 
ville, No, 36, bound for Jacksonville, . 
was ordered to stop nine miles soutlt 
of Titusville, in order to allow a train 
ahead to pass the next division point. 


_A brakeman was sent back up the 


track to flag train No. 86, which was 
following on its fast through run from 
Key West to New York. 

No. 36, after a short delay, was 
ready to continue its trip, and the 
brakeman was called back to the 
train. The brakeman had just climb- 
ed aboard No. 36 when the locomotive 
of the rushing Overseas Limited was 
seen by a few startled passengers, just 
rounding the curve behind No. 36; 
which was beginning to gain speed as 
it resumed its trip. 

Ploughs Into Durant Car. 

The distance was too short for the 
Overseas Limited to materially check 
its speed, and with a roar, the locomo- 
tive ploughed its way through the Du- 
rant steel private coach. which had 
heen connected with the rear of No. 36. 

Mr. and Mrs. Durant, the manufae- 
turer's private secretary, and his wife, 
and other members of the ‘Durant par- 
ty of seven persons, were all in the 
private coach, the Patriot, when the 
locomotive crashed- through the rear 
end of their coach. 

The Durant coach was lifted on the 
front of the Overseas Limited's loco- 
motive and thrust with all the force 
of the speeding train into the pas- 
senger-filled Pullman ahead. Passen- 
gers were hurled from their seats, 
Several, it is reported, suffered brok- 
en arms and legs, and only a few 


escaped injuries serious enough to 
make necessary their removal to the 
St. Augustine hospital. 
Durant Knocked Unconscious. 

Mr. Durant, the Journal will say, 
was unconscious and bleeding from a 
severe scalp wound when taken from 
the wreckage of his car. Mrs. Durant 
was uninjured. 


The negro cook and steward of the 


Durant car-were in the cook's galley 
at the forward end of the coach when 
the locomotive smashed into the rear 
of the coach. Both negroes were 
killed instantly. 

Albert Jones, fireman on the Over- 
seas Limited, is said to have jumped 
from his engine cab a moment before 
the crash. He was dead when his 
body was picked up.

Chicago, January 10.-—Anticipating 
a highly increased popular demand for 
corn as a result of the campaign being 
waged to rescue the corn farmer. 
manufacturers of corn products, it 
Was reveaied today, have equipped 


Dr.| themselves to increase their output 


from 30 to 70 per cent. 

So no matter to what extent the 
forgotten appetite for the favorite corn 
dishes of old is revived, there will be 
plenty to satisfy the needs. 

Of direct importance, both to the 
farmer and consumer, is the creation 
of a demand for corn sugar. The 
farmers hope to promote the substitu- 
tion of corn sugar for cane sugar in 
many uses. In that manner, as well 


as by persuading citizens to eat corn 
bread, corn meal, hominy, and similar 
corn products, it is hoped to dispose 
of the huge corn surplus and to make 
of corn the king of grains. 

_ The corn products manufacturers 
find themselves in a most advyanta- 
geous position, it was pointed out, 
with corn plentiful and at a very low 
price and with the nation being spread 
over with propaganda, urging the 
greater use of corn. Several manu- 
facturers have seen boom sales in 
the offing and are preparing for it. 

In 1924, according to statisti¢es 
supplied by the Associated Corn 
Products Manufacturers, in which all 
the large refining companies are mem- 
bers, a total of 557,160,516 pounds of 
corn sugar was manufactured. The 
association estimates that in 1926 the 
output could easily be raised to a bil- 
lion pounds if the demand is created. 

The refining companies manufac- 
tured also in 1924 a total of 1,195,- 
770,198 pounds of corn syrup: S76,- 
472,000 pounds of corn starch; SO,- 
000,000 pounds of corn oil, and 500,- 
000 tons of corn. gluten feed. A to- 
tal of 75,349,000 bushels of corn was 
ground in that year to make these 
products. in the year just closed the 
— is estimated at 71,000,000 bush- 
els. 

In 1926, if the promised demand is 
realized, and the prayers of lowa 
farmers are answered, the refining 
companies will grind 110,000,000 bush- 
els of corn. 

While the Argo, Ill, plant of the 
Corn Products Refining company is 
operating day and night, its full out- 
put is not reached, it was stated to- 
day by George W. Lamb, manager of 
the company.

FOR LENIENT TRIAL

of a family of nine children in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., who was arrested after he 
had kidnapped his 15-year-old niece, 
Elsie Dunleavy, of Manchester, lowa, 
held her prisoner for more than a year 
and who bore him a child via the 
Caesarian route. 

“Big cities are more lenient with 
the violators of moral laws than the 
rural communities,” he continued. 
“My defense is that the girl. with her 
baby, is better off than when she 
eloped with me from her father’s farm. 
She was pretty, but awfully dumb 
then.

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U.S. Tax Dodgers 


Washington, January 10.—Special 
intelligence agents of the internal rev- 
enue bureau rounded up approximate- 
ly 500,000 tax dodgers’ and delinquents 
during 1925, it was learned at the 
treasury department. . 

More than 2,500 trained agents— 
all qualified as expert accountants— 
worked on tax evasion cases last year 


and the greatest government collection 
drive in history resulted in the treas- 
ury coffers heing swelled with about 
$70,000,000 in additional taxes and 
fines, 

Investigations .showed that dodging 
the income tax collector had become 
almsot a national occupation. Nearly 
half the tax delinquents detected never 
made returns as required by law while 
the remainder did not pay their pit- 
tance to the government when eollec- 
tions were due. 

Several thousand additional names 
will be added to the 1925 “blacklist” 
before the check-up is completed. In- 
vestigators are still behind in their 
work and further scrutiny of returns 
probably will result in collections of 
about $5,000,000, officials. said. 

The majority of the persons eaught 
in the clean-up campaign were income 
tax dodgers. This group was assesed 
heavily for violating the law. Mis- 
cellaneous tax evaders numbered about 
210,000° and while all taxes due the 
government from this group were col- 
lected, fines were not us heavy as in 
the income cases.

General arteriosclerosis or harden- 
eni: -of the arteries exists for years 
in‘ seme cases before the individual 
becomes aware that his health is im- 
paired. In such ‘astances the degen- 
erative changes happen to be mainly 
in the larger arteries and so the 


effects of the disease are not par- 
ticularly manifest in the functional 
derangement df any particular organ. 
Iu. other words, the victim of general 
arteriosclerosis might successfully 
pass a life insurance test or an ordi- 
nary physical examination, though he 
could not pass a carefuly health test. 
He might get by, so far as any ob- 
jective sigu3 of disease «‘ heart, lungs, 
kidneys or other organs’ were con- 
cerned, his blood ‘pressure might be 
found within normal limits, but al- 
though free from organic disea he 
could not pass a careful health test. 
Such a test is quite different from a 
mere life insurance examinati‘~ ‘The 
latter investigation is for the purpose 
of detecting any disease the appli- 
cant may have concealed about his 
person, the health test, on the other 
h: d, is a measure of the partici- 
pant’s functional state, the degre of 
health he possesses. If there be a 
general arteriosclerosis which does 
not happen to manifest organic

The general public is 
zs ignorant now of cardiovascular 
disease—heart and artery disease, 
which seems to be on the increase 
in America—as people were of tuber- 
culosis a generation ago. <A diagnosis 
of incipient tuberculosis which ts the 
victim’s greatest assurance of recov- 
ery, is ak olutely a quest?.n of the 
physician’s expert onini.n and not a 
matter which can be settled by any 
biologie test, bacteriolo,ical analysis 
or X-ray evidence. You put it up 
to the doctor, and you accept his 
opinion or not, according to your 
temperament and intelli *nce. Well, 
the diagnosis of incipient general ar- 
teriosclerosis is likewise a t! ing the 
doctor “prorfounces,” and that all 
there is about it. You accept the 
doctor’s opinion or you reject it as 
so much bolognay, according to your 
characte.. 

Is there a cure for tuberculosis? 
I say many thoi ‘ands of cured pa- 
tients can answer that question; they 
ean tell you what the cure is: The 
cure for tuberculosis is medical s':ill 
or. art.

Since the restriction of im- 
migration a new industry in America 
in the Jast 20 vears (the automobile) 
has grown to where it requires per- 
haps more than a million employees, 
and hundreds of other new inventions 
have sapped the labor fro:n the farms 
till hundreds of thousands of farms in 
America have been abandoned. 

All this hue and ery about pros- 
perity is like the gold at the end of a 
rainbow, it keeps receding till it is 
lost in the bog—it’s the brass band 
in a political torehlight procession. 

There can be no prosperity in any 
country where the agricultural inter- 
ests of that country are unprofitable. 

There has never been a time when 
the farming .interests were so unat- 
tractive as now. There are thousands 
of the tenant and cropper far..ers in 
this section of Georgia who haven't 
the bare necessities of life in their 
homes. 

America has very properly come to 
the rescue of the Icuropean nations 
and are helping them back to thelr 
place. It is now up to the great fi- 
nancial institutions of this country to 
see that the agricultural interes‘s of 
our own great country shall not per- 
ish. The boll weevil and drouth have 
been damaging to agricultur in the 
south and the thing that the south 
needs is the financial backing that 
will enable it to go forward. 

The great loan companies of the 
north and south threw hundreds of 
thousands of acres of land on the 
block where men were unable to buy 
and depressed the conditions so that 
the farming. interests are still suffer- 
ing. If, instead of selling the prop- 
erty, they had acted the part of land- 
lord and financed these men wh» had 
horrowed this money (and it was bor- 
rowed usually to buy additional lands) 
it would have kept up the price of 
lands, and.these lands today would 
have been in fine shape.

Sherman 

The dawn of ‘September’s first day 
revealed that the evacuation of the 
city had been going on all night and 
was then in full action. Camps were 
broken and abandoned, all available 
cars had been loaded and were going 
out to the south and west. Long trains 
of army wagons were following them 
in quick succession. The troops were 
on the march—most of them already 
out of view—and patrols of cavalry 
were guarding the movements and 
keeping watch on the lines of the 
enemy. 

With all these operations in prog- 
ress there was no great panic in the 
city. The people who could not or 
would not go away, though confused 
by the suddenness of their abandon- 
ment, gripped their courage and coun- 
seled each other to be calm and paci- 
fic in their deportment when the 
enemy should come in. 


It was providential that Atlanta had 
for its mayor in that dreadful day so 
wise and resourceful a man as James 
M. Calhoun. He was a gentleman by 
birth and cultivation, an able lawyer 
and a tried master of public conduct. 
In this fateful emergency he rose to 
the high responsibilities of the oe- 
casion and bravely undertook to save 
his people from the perils of their 
situation. 


After the terrific explosions of the 
munitions that the Confederates could 
not take away with them had shaken 
the city and the sulphurous smoke 
drifted away, Mayor Calhoun’ sum- 
moned a few of the trusted leaders 
who had elected, as the elders of 
biblical times, “to stay by the stuff.” 
They were such as William Markham, 
E. E. Rawson, Thomas G. Crusselle, 
James E. Williams, Julius Hayden 
and Thomas Kile. Mounted, unarmed 
and under a flag of truce, they rode 
out Marietta street, fearless that 
stragglers might ambush them on their 
way, to seek General Sherman. With 
some difficulty they found him, placed 
before him very frankly the plight of 
their people, and got from him the 


law when the city became occupied. 
They returned to find the federal 
troops already marching in and es- 
tablishing their bivouaes and military 
positions. Before the sun was balf 
down the western sky the streets were 
swarming with -the strange “blue 
coats,” the people were housed close- 
ly in their homes and the caning of 
night was dreaded. Imagination alone 
could suggest what outrages and 
crimes it might not let loose upon the 
city. So long bad they heard the 
Yankees referred to as devils, thieves, 
barbarians and hellions that it was

During the wakeful, - wearisome 
night of September 2, the expected 
did not happen. The troops had been 
held to their camping grounds and 
a provost guard had held the city in 
a pacifying grip. The hearts of the 
people ceased to quake. Law and or- 
der prevailed under military discipline. 
Army sutlers rushed in their trailing 
stocks of merchandise, occupied 
abandoned stores and were soon plead- 
ing for the trade of such of the citi- 
zens as had any sort of money cur- 
rent under the stars and stripes. They 
were few enough, one may believe, in 
that hour.

In a letter to General Hood, whe 
was near Jonesboro, General Sher 
man suggested a truce of ten day 
from September 12 to accomplish the 
removal of the people. He would fur 
nish them transport and protection as 
far as Rough and Ready station ar 
there the Confederate authorities we- 
to take them over and ke responsibie 
for their further going. That arrange- 
ment was agreed to and carried out. 
Only those exceptions were made by 
General Sherman as he _ personally 
elected and he did elect to let some 
m and their families remain be- 
caése he had been given proof of their 
hentt-loyalty to the union and could 
be trusted to give him valuable in- 
formation and assistance to his future 
plans, 


One of the peculiar features of 
General Sherman's expulsion of our 
citizens was that portion of his let- 
ter to General Hood that reads thus: 

“If you consent, I will undertake 
to remove all the families who prefer 
to go south to Rough and Ready, 
with all their movable effects—with 
their servants, white or black, with 
the proviso that no foree will be used 
towards the blacks in one way or an- 
other; but if they want to go with 
their masters and mistresses they may 
go.” 

This was peculjar in view of the 
fact that President Lineoln had al- 
ready proclaimed the freedom of the 
negroes in Georgia; yet General Sher- 
man plainly recognizes their right to 
ignore that freedom and to follow 
“their masters and mistresses” back 
into the jurisdiction where slavery 
was still enforced. It is matter of 
record that 79 of the black acttialfy 
elected to follow their white owners. 


There were 80,000 federal troops 
in and around the city during its oe- 
cupution, Several severe: battles were 
fought, as at Jonesboro and KEara 
church, to defeat any attempt by the 
Confederates to assault the coveted 
fortress and regain it. But deep strat- 
egy was at work, meanwhile in the 
brains of both commanders. Hoed soon 
}understood that the recapture of At- 
lanta could not be effected with all 
the men and means that the Confed- 
erate government could furnish te 
him. Therefore, he decided to flank 
Sherman and march north and west 
of the city with the hope of cutting 
Sherman’s line of supplies ard force 
him to abandon Atlanta and retreat 
northward. ,

was clearing the way south, and 
knowing that the federal government 
had ample forces to oppose Hood’s 
army wherever it might go, determin- 
ed to move out and shatter “she 
backbone of the Confederacy.”

Naples, January 10. — (United 
News.)-—The explosive, eruptive ac- 
tivity of Mt. Vesuvius is increasing. 

e top of the lava cone within the 
Minin crater has been blown off by 
the force of the surging pressure be- 
neath. 

Thick pillars of green, yellowish 
smoke rise from the crater und grad- 
ually turn white or gray. This column 
of smoke bears aloft cinders and siz-

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Non -Intoxicating 
Wines and Cider 
Declared Legal 


Washington, January 10.— The 
American home is -at last safe for 
cider and home-made wines, Represen- 
tative John Philip Hill, Maryland re- 
publican, leader of the house wet bloc, 
declared Sunday night. 

Hill's announcement followed receipt 
of a letter from Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrews, approving 
court rulings in favor of home-made 
wines which were not intoxicating in 


fact. 

In his letter. Andrews declared that 
he was satisfied that the United 
i'Ntates court had correctly interpreted | 
ithe Inaw in the cases of Hill and 
Creed Isner. 

The interpretation, 
“as 1 understand it, 
That a householder who manufactures 

his home for home consumption | 
ciders and fruit juices, 
be fermentation one-half of one per 
cent or more of aleohol by volume, but 
which are not. intoxicating in fact 
not violate the law; but that 
the law is violated if the fermentation 
process is allowed to proceed to a 
point where the beverage becomes in- 
toxicating in fact. 

Andrews’ explanation was in reply 
to a letter from Hill, 
as to the relation of these 
eourt rulings, under section 29 of the 
Volstead law, to the recent treasury

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Batesburg, S. C., Which town was 
founded by and named for his grand- 
father. Captain Bates’ father was 
Major Wilson M. Bates, a man of 
prominence and wealth. He was one 
of the earliest cotton exporters of the 
south. His extensive eotton and bank- 
ing business established offices in Sa- 
vannah, Griffin. and Eufaula, Ala. 

The present Griffin Banking com- 
pany of Griffin. was founded in 
1872 by Major Bates, and he was 
succeeded as its first president by 
his son, Milledge Bates, who remained 
at the head until 1891, when he moved 
to Atlanta. 

The early home life of Captain 
Bates was typical of the old south. 
His father was a man deeply interest- 
ed in the religious and educational 
life of his state and gave liberally to 
the churches and schools in South 
Carolina and Alabama. Many of the 
young men of his neighborhood, in- 
cluding bis own son, had not finished 
school “when the war called them into 
service, Returning home to a coun- 
' try poverty-stricken, schools were not 
‘always available, teachers were diffi- 
eult to get. izwr Bates offered to 
teach all these ~weung men free, hav- 
ing himself at one time been a teach- 
er of languages and of mathematics. 
As many as fifteen young men took 
advantage of his offer. Of this num- 
ber one is now a prominent minister 
in the state of Florida, another at 
| the head of a large manufacturing in- 
dustry in South Carolina. 

Captain Bates’ mother was of the 
Lewellyn and Lee families of Virgin- 
ia. While quite young he was sent 
| to Wofford college, later he attended 
| Auburn, which he left while he was 
: in the junior class to go to war. He 
|served four years as captain in the 
Confederate army, and was wounded 
severely twice, once in the battle ot 
New Hope church and again wounded 
he lay ill with fever for weeks at 
Tupelo, Miss. 

In 1866 Captain Bates married 
Miss Emma Allen, daughter of Dr. 
James Allen, of Richmond, Va., later 
of Columbus. His only son, Al- 
len Bates, died a number of years ago. 
Since the death of his wife Captain 
Bates had made his home with his 
only daughter, Mrs. Charles J. Haden. 

He is survived by his daughter, Mrs.

Victims Found

serlin, January 10.—The skeletons 
of 31. men murdered by “The Black 
Reichswehr” during the last two 
years have been unearthed by police 
in the course of sensational investiga- 
tions into the activities of the revo- 
lutionary. secret society after their 


dissolution in1923. Five of these 
skeletons were discovered today in 
the barrack grounds at Doeberitz 
when the police were searching for 
the remains of those reported slain 
at Camp Doeberitz. 

The evidence obtained proves that 
the secret organization was hiding 
in estates near Dgeberitz, a suburb of 
Berlin, in 1923. The members re- 
ceived werd that the police were pre- 
paring to raid them. They suspected 
comrades of having betrayed them to 
the police. These men, including the 
sergeants whose remains the -~ police 
searched for today, were ruthlessly 
murdered. 

The members of the Doeberitz secret 
organization fled to Pomerania and 
Bavaria, but now through confessions 
of former members of the secret af- 
filiation and the arrest of others the 
police are able slowly to lift the veil 
covering the activities of the black 
Camorra responsible for many mys- 
terious murders. 

The republican papers assert they 
have proof that the 31 murders which 
have been cleared up by the police 
are only a fraction of those commit- 
ted by theUblack Camorra and many 
of the desperadoes responsible for 
these crimes still are at _ liberty. 
Thirty-six of them are in jail now.

Well folks, here 1 am again with 
a loud and raucous protest against 
the established order of national law. 
Natural law says, ‘To each and every 
person one life—and one only.” That 
is where I get sore. One life! *Tain’t 
enuff. I say everybody should live 
two lifetimes, All in favor say. “Aye.” 
Unanimously carried. Now, folks, 
all who agree that my proposition 
“two lives to each and every person” 
is impossible say, “Aye.” Not a dis- 
senter. Fine! The vote shows we're 
all sane, sensible folks and it brings 
us right back where we started from.‘ 

And, at that. we've made a lot of 
progress, for the air is cleared and 
we're all ready to agree that since 
we can't have two lifetimes we must 
make the most of the one we're very 
lucky to have. For it is a great life 
whether you weaken or. not. I’m 
strong for life and plenty of it. 

But the beauty and pecularity of 
this life of ours is that we can live 
two life times if we will. Not accord- 
ing to the calendar. No. But by so 
ordering our lives—and those of our 
children—that we make the most of 
the talents we have—everybody has 
talent of some kind—and not attempt 
to do that for which we are not fitted 
and neglect something for which we 
are fitted. 

Listen. Out of my mail bag comes 
a great host of questions and ideas, 
and suggestions from newspaper read- 
ers. Often I am amazed by the va- 
riety and soundness of them. Oc- 
casionally I am surprised by the ques- 
tions that are omitted. Here's one 
that-.is, alas, too often omitted. 


My Life Over Again. 

“What is my child suited for,” is 
a question seldom raised. It is not 
what the child can do that is con- 
sidered. It is what parents want_the 
child to do or what the child wants 
to do regardless of his fitness. 

Practically from the time that a 
child is in the cradle, the parents be- 
gin to plan its future. “We want 
John to be a doctor, like his uncle,” 
“My son shall not be a mechanic, like 
his father.” “My daughter shall not 
slave in a factory. I never had a 
chance, but she shall be a stenogra- 
pher.” 

Atd yet this attitude is perfectly 
natural. Parents are guided by the 
same motive: a desire to do better 
by their dTrildren than they were able 
to do for themselves. 

It is felt as a family tragedy when 
John, whose father dreams of his be- 
coming a doctor, wants to be an auto- 
mechanic, or May insists on studying 
millinery instead of stenography. 

Retired Early. 

I kaow of one boy who, when ask- 
ed: “What do you want to do when 
you grow up?” replied: “I want to 
be a retired business man.” 

How many of us say, and what a 
tragedy is behind it: “If I had my 
formation of the things for which they 
are really fitted and a lack of knowl- 
edge of themselves. 


Most higher schools and colleges 
recognize these facts, and endeavor, 
through vocational guidance, to pre- 
sent to their students in a systematic 
way a knowledge of the avenues for 
earning one’s living, the opportunities 
in the various trades and professions, 
and the qualifications required. At 
the same time, psychologists and edu- 
cators are endeavoring to find meth- 
ods of ascertaining what individual 
young people are suited for. 

Square Pegs and Round Holes. 

No one can say definitely: “Your 
child will make a good doctor,” 
“Your child should be an engineer.’? 
With rare exceptions, human beings 
do not fit so exactly into grooves. 
The geaeral direction of your child's 
abilities, however, may be ascertained. 

The great point is for parents to 
free themselves from prejudices for or 
against this or tha occupation and to 
realize that the vital question is: 
“What is my child suited for?” With 
intelligent individual guidance, with 
a change given to test themselves out 
at various kinds of work in school, 
and with a knowledge of the field of 
industry, young people can be trusted 
to find their places in the occupational 
world without the tremendous waste 
of energy which occurs when the 
choice of work is left to chance.

The western associ- 
ation has gradually been submerged by 
interlocking directorates and officers, 
and now the U. S. G.-A. is taking 
up the work for betterment of the 
game, 

There are no outstanding disputes 
and nothing to cause a breach Pres- 
ident Fownes said, but American golf- 
ers will take their place in the sun 
and insist on having a voice in fu- 
ture regulation of the game. The 
main subject now under discussion is 
a change in the weight and size of 
golf balls. 

The British last summer turned 
down an American proposal, but the 
subject will be pursued. 

It is possible that the basic struc- 
ture and even the name of the U. 8. 
G. A. will be changed in the future 
to make it strictly a national organi- 
zation with state organizations acting 
regionally under its jurisdiction.

Dangerous at Bat. 


Burkett was always dangerous at 
bat, and he never had long slumps. 
Some good hitters—that is men with 
high batting averages—will hit well 
in streaks, having averages of better 
than .500 for a stretch of games, and 
then they will slump for two weeks or 
more. Burkett hit consistently and 
he was also a good bunter. He was 
fast, and this speed enabled him to-_ 
convert many grounders into singlés 
and boost his average. He was a fair 
base runner, but never considered a 


good fielder. On defense he was not ~ 


reliable. 

No one liked to win better than 
Burkett. He was extremely aggres- 
sive, and this desire to beat the other 
team made him valuable. He 
never friendly with opposing players, 
always incurring their enmity, and he 
seemed pleased over the fact. 
never made an effort to over¢ome a 
surly disposition. He had a habit- of 
shaking hands with you the first time 
he saw you each season and that 
handshake was the beginning and the 
end of the year’s friendship. He never 
talked to you after that except to in- 
sult you. He would pass you by in the 
ball park or on the street without 
ever a nod of recognition. Ball play- 
ers that were not members of his own 
team remained total strangers to him, 
all-persons beneath his notice.

issue stock having no par value and 
sell it at any price, without asking 
the consent of anybody. The railroads, 
under the state laws, cannot sell stock 
at less than par, and, under the fed- 
eral laws, must, before issuing securi- 
ties, get the consent of the Interstate 
(Commerce commission, representing 
the government. In making applica- 
tion for permission to issue new se- 
curities, a railroad must submit de- 
tailed information as to how the funds 
will be spent, and then, after spend- 
ing the money, must make a sworn 
report regarding expenditures. 

Unlike industrial companies, how- 
ever, the railroads are public servants 
and have the power, under the state 
charter granted, to condemn private 
property for their use. Moreover, the 
railroads were in the first instance 
given land for their right-of-way by 
states and by the government. Unlike 
the industrial companies, the  rail- 
roads are also protected by the gov- 
ernment against price cutting for 
their finished product. 

For the past 25 years the railroads 
have suffered while the government 
has been experimenting with laws in- 
tended to give strict government con- 
trol, and with the actual war-time 
government operation. However, the 
net result of government control has 
been to increase the earning power of 


| the railroads, and also the confidence 


of the investing public. If the rail- 
roads can go on as they are now go- 
ing, there is not the slightest doubt 
but the time is near at hand when 
the sale of stock can be resumed, and 
with far more safety to investors than 
was the case in 1906, when govern- 
ment control, compared with today, 
was limited.

(ne provision restricts non-Mexican 
holdings to 49 per cent of the total 
stock of Mexican corporations, requir- 
ing that holdings in excess of this be 
sold to Mexicans within 10 years. 

Foreign holdings of individuals could 
not be inherited under these laws by 
foreigners, but must be sold to Mex- 
icans. Article 27 of the constitution 
provides that only Mexicans can ac- 
quire ownership or concessions in land, 
water and mineral rights. 

The United States says that Presi- 
dent Calles has constitutional power 
to modify laws of the legislature by 
executive decree, and it is this kind 
of relief now requested by the Amer- 
ican state department, 

This issue has caused difficulties 
with Mexico for years, and was 
thought to have been definitely  set- 
tled by the agreement under which 
American recognition was extended in 
the Harding administration.

Dr. Levy would make no comment 
on the charges Mr. McCants claims he 
is going to present. The ‘health of- 
ficer today was taking a rest from 
his strenuous duties of combating a 
situation here which is said to be 
bordering on an epidemic. 

No New Cases Reported. 

There were no new cases of small- 
pox reported to the authorities today, 
according to Mr. Levy. There are 
now only 39 cases in the city and 
there is no danger of the disease 
spreading into an epidemic, provided 
citizens take precaution, he said. 

Dr. Levy is nationally known as a 
health authority. HIHle came to Tampa 
during the summer from Richmond, 
Va., where for a number of years he 
Was public health offficer of that city. 
His appointment here as health of- 
ficer was opposed by Commissioner 
McCapts, the latter said today. 

Dr.’ B. L. Arms, state health of- 
ficer, who visited Tampa Friday, said 
he was well satisfied with the manner 
Dr. Levy was handling the situation 
here. 

Only 25 Per Cent Vaccinated. 

The health officer has maintained 
that only 25 per cent of the popula- 
tion of Tampa has been vaccinated, 
and when smallpox cases began to 
pile up here, he immediately started a 
vaccination campaign. The’ Kiwanis 
club of Tampa went on record shortly 
afterwards as being opposed to =

this, Dr. Levy commented that pub- 
licity was his greatest weapon in 
combating ‘the disease. 

A number of private phy sicians have 
volunteered their services to vacci- 
nate thousands of school children here 
tomorrow. A corps of physicians and 
nurses will be assigned to each school 
bere.

In the case of industrial companies 
a large part of the 1925 flotation was 
made up of stock offerings. For years 
industrial companies have been rais- 
ing needed working capital by the 
sale of stock. Since 1906 the railroads 
have sold practically no stock. DPrac- 
tically all of the total of $494,000,000 
par value of securities sold last year 
was made up of'bonds. This has been 
true vear after year since 1906, the 
last year of offerings of railway stock, 
excepting small widely separated of- 
ferings. 

Balanced Capital. 

For the past 20 years the railroads 
have been forced to raise needed work- 
ing capital by the sale of bonds bear- 
ing fixed interest charges. Half of 
the outstanding capitalization of a 
railroad should be in bonds bearing 
fixed charges, and half in stock where 
the dividend could be passed or re- 
duced in lean years. As a result of 
the conditions existing for the past 
25 years, few of our railroads can 
show capitalization evenly balanced 
between bonds and _ stock. 

An offering : made this week of 
1,100,000 shares of National Cash 
Register common stock at $50 a share, 
having no par value, was so heavily 
oversubscribed that the offering bank- 
ers were swamped with subscriptions. 
But the price at which industrial com- 
panies sell their finished product is 
not regulated by. the government.
